Therefore "tis moſtly requiſite for every 
Artiſt, tht bends bis Wit tothe ſtudy of 
true Philoſophy, to confider and endeavour 
to comprehend the nature of things as they 
are; and as they origin«lly recciv:d their 
impreſſed forms, as "twas ſtamped on them 
by the great Creator, and hw they flowed 
into the Elementary World, where the- 
bleſing of multiplication w4s given, by 
means of a Seed to that end incl.ſed in 
them, and an irrevocable I:w eſtabiiſhed, 
VIZ, #5at everything 4 to multiply in its 
kind; fer although the providence of God 
was ſuch, that the multiplication ſhould 
-proceed frcm the general Spirit, yet it was 
jo ord.ined, that the determination of the 
ſame ſhould be by particular forms ; this 
great truth is plainly to be diſcerned, as 
the Spirit floweth and paſſeth through the

For tis to be obſery*d, that when the 
Microcoſmical World was finiſh*d, and 
the BI fiag of Meu'tiplication given to all 
things in their kind, ( as before ſaid ) at 
the cloſe of all man was made, a Micro- 
coſmical one, an abſirait and emblem of 
all the works of Wonder, and as be was 
created in a degree, ſurpaſſing other Crea- 
tures, ſo bad be degrees of Honour con- 
ferr'd upon bim equal thereunto; for be 
was not ouly made Lord of the Creation, 
but alſo was placed in the ſuperior Theatre 
thereof, viz. In the Garden which the Loxd 
God bad planted Eaſiward in Eden, 
Gen. 2, v. 8, and v. 16. tb: Lord God 
commanded him, ſaying, Of every Tree 
of the Garden thou may'lt freely Eat, 
except of the Tree of Knowledge of 
Good and Evil ; that was the forbidden” 
fruit, for doubtleſs this Tres being adarn'd' 
with ſa much Beanty, and pleaſantneſs, 
was ſet as an obje(t, to ſee if man would 
trangreſs againſt bis Creator for fading, 
Shadowy delights, which could produce 
no other covering but Fig-leaves, with” 
which too too many in this age are covered. 

"Tis. very obſervable, that our firit Pa+ 

; | Ac 3; rents 
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rents were no ſooner. beguiled by the Ser- 
pent's ſubtilty and pleaſantneſs of the 
Fruit, but they fonnd by experience, tht 
this Fruit of Diſobzdience, which they bad 
Eaten, was tinflur'd with death; for as 
they were in a ſtate of Innocency, and in 


 #he favour and preſence of God, ſo on the 


contrary they became in a ſtate deplerable; 
for the wrathſull Fire ftirs up immediately * 
Horrors, Fears, aud dreadfull Amaze- 
ments, aud bearing the voice of God, were 
afraid, and bid themſelves from his pre- 
fence, and a'though a general Woe was 
pronounced wunto the whole Creation for 
Man's tranſgreſſion, yet the All-mercifull 
God provides for Man a fountain and 
fiream of Love, which by their Virtue was 


. to extinguiſh this wrathfull Fire ;, for Chriſt 


is promiſed in theſe words, where 'tis ſaid, 
The Womans Seed ſhall break the Ser- 
pent*s Head, and many are living Wit- 
weſſes of the bleſſed full-fillings hereof, 
which, as it floweth forth in its univerſal 
operation is to kindle in th? boſom of its re- 
ceiver, principles and praftices, agreeable 
to its divine Nature; for ſuch that are

and a flaming Sword was ſet on the Che« 
rub, turning overy way to preſerve the 
Free of | Life \ for thus much I will affirm, 
that the Fruit thereof belongs nt to ſuch 
that arein the ſtate of Diſobedience.

Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil 
only excepted ) freelyz now muſt be eat 
bis Bread by the ſweat of his Brows, and 
exceeding hard L abour ; for why, the Cre- 
ation is more thickly cover*d ovtr with the 
vail of Corruption, which doth ſtand abun- 
dant'y more in need of a. Help-mate, than 
primitively it did, ſo if Man's Office, as 
it is to be a Help-Mate to Nature, ſo dotb 
it require. more pains and Induſtry to 
perform the ſame: For altbough this Na- 
ture ( Gods Handmaid ) doth flow forth 
in ber vivifying Power, yet things could 
never be brought to any. true ; As of 
Perfedion, much leſs to any beautiful 
Form, without the belp of Man, as plain 
io he diſcerned, in the fruitfulneſs of a 
well inhabited Land, and the barrenneſ; 
of thoſe that are not ſo ;, Nature therefore 
wow (tands in perfeli neceſſity to be belped. 
Forward by the excellent Artificer, Man. 
for. now. ®tir not only to be dreſſed and prou- 
ed,” and ſuperfluities to *be removed out. 
of the way ;, bnt alſo there maſt be Del- 
wing and Tiling the Ground, Manuring 
and Setting with. great duigence, if even 

| be 
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he deſigns to exatt the Bebnty wnd" Form 
of ber appearance to any degree of Per+ 
felineſs, it muſt be by a continual and re« 
gular ordering thereof; The truth if what 
#s here ſaid, is kuown to every Vine- 
dreſſer and Gardiner, and ſuch otber Huſ- 
bindmen, that do induſtriouſly improve 
their Fields to the preateſt advantage x 
and here ſome Mens excellency out-does 
others, as may be ſeen by many examples 
in their improvements ;, but ſtill all this

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Glovified-: For as* the Apoſtle ſaith con« 
cerning ſuch; The \recompence of re-

Auſtere and Luſtfull principles ſo kindled 
by their intemperance, that there ambition 
is ſuch that they luſt at all, and are never 
fatify'd without they could enlarge their 
Tents and Borders to the greateſt of dig* 
vities, they are for building andenlarging 
their Barns and Store bouſes, which 
points f.rth the end of their defire, which 
can be n:tbing but to Eat and Drink and 
be merry, and enjoy themſelves in rhe 
pomps and pleaſures of this World; but 
let them remember what was ſaidto one in 


the Goſpel, Thou Fool this very Night 


* thou muſt or ſhall dye, aud it may be in 


bis Sins too, and what-muſt be bis portion, 
ſeeing there s a Woe pronounced again(t 
ſuch that. dye in their Sins, and 'tis a 
very biinous one not to uſe the mercier of 
God aright;. for that which was deſign'd- 
to them as @ Bleſſing they turn to a Curſe, 
and thus are guilty of depriving their ſelves 
of the great benefits, deſign'd by the boun- 
tifull God for their Temporal and Eternal 
Welfares. and ſo may expett at tbe final 
eud, the dreadful Sentence of Depart from- 
me ye workers. of Iniquity,. and tbe Body, 
| Sond, 
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South, and Spirit, as they riſe again, to be 
caſt into the wrathfull Fire, there for ever 
to remain, for as tbe Prophet ſaith, the 
Worm never dies, nor doth the Fire 
go out. 

Therefore while ye bave time prize it, 
and eſteem not the Shadowy Fig leaves, 
beyond the covering- of God*s Spirit, nor 
the forbidden Fruit more than obtdience 
to God's Command; for who would wil- 
lingly looſe the comfort of a matchleſs Pa- 
radiſe, for a dreadful portion amongſt Dogs 
and Sorcerers,without the W alls of the Ho« 
ty City,which everytrue Chriſtian both Man 
and Woman ought to labour to be deli- 
vered from ; ſo indeed ought all ſo to do by 
Temperance, Humility, Faſting and Prayer, 
and by a ſtedfaſt Faith in Jeſus Chriſt, ' 
by whoſe merits, and by the blood of the 
Covenant, we are ſo bountifully redeemed, 
&c. Thus much for ſuch general Confide- 
rations ;, 1 ſhall now come to lay down 
ſame Benefits as they ariſe from Tempe» 
rence, and other diſadvantages that pro- 
ceed from the uegled bereof. 

Firſt, the benefits that proceed from 
Temperance are many and wonderful, as 
may. be in part diſcern'd from what bath 
been-alreauly ſald 3- for then the body is

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more free, aud the-judgment more ſound to 
diſcern things aright, for the illuminating 
Spirit as moſt freely in pure Tabernatler, 
for as, Moſes, that choſen Prophet of God 
laid down Temperance-through' bis Four 
Books, as a--main binge of Salvation; 
'tis the very ſame in the great World, for 
a Temperate. Seaſon makes '@ Fruitfull 
Harveſt, and' in ſome” ſence the whole 
Creation ſtands in. an Karmony, both in 
the greater aud leſſer World, baving a 
Sympathy and Fellow-feeling, together ; ſo 
they; if any one part rejoyce or ſuffer, 4s

And if it beſo as really it is, why 
Should not Temperance: be obſerved in the 
right and moderate wſe of the Creature, 
by which means health is wonderfully pre« 
ferved, and long Life expeGed , for why 
the Spirits, or the Chariots of Life being 
kept brish , ſerene or free, and not burned 
with ſlupifying and obnoxious Vapour, 
retain their power in preſerving the quali- 
ties in @ due and equal Temperature ; 
thence the Archeins and internal fire have 
pawer Spagirically to exerciſe tbe office ins 
difſo'ution, fermenaation, ſeperation, pu- 
rification, diſtillation, exaltation, digetion, 
an 
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and maturation of the-alimentary partr, 
by. which the fabri:k; of the body is ſup* 
ply'd in allits parts,and miinutain'd in due 
decorurs, nay by thir mezns the Spirit, 
\ Soul and' Body are flrengthned, the mind 
ſo fitted and qualify'd, ar to ſearch into 
the moſt objtruce Secrets of Nature, and 
ſnch by conſequenee may ſooner expeit to 
obtain Univerſal Science thaw others, and 
wnderftand\ what is delivered by Moſes 
concerning the original Chnos, viz, -In the 
beginning God created the Heaven. and 
the Earth, andthe | arth was witk6ut 
form: and void, and'darkneſs was upon 
the face of the deep, and the Spirit of | 
God moved upon.the face of the Wa- 
ters, with a Tux fiat, which ſoon pro» 
claims its embaſſage, and ſeparated —_ 
diftint natures that lay unfraitfully bids 
den in the Pavillions of Confuſion, fuch 
was the ailivity of the All ſearching $ pirit 
of God, as to exalt from theace a World 
of ſubſtamial Hummy, adorning every 
part with unexpreſſable beauty; from which 
words it is plain to be conceived, that the 
Original of all things was a Chans, woid þ

tain of Water, which was potentially all 
things, yet aftually nothing ;, from aa” 
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did not only proceed the World (ar &s 
ſaid ) but alſothat Fountain and Univer-

> being, to this wery day from hence alſo 
W proceedeth by the Fire of Conflagraticn the 
= Chaos Magical, #be true Excltation ef 
Wt which, is the greateſt of Spagirical Ope- 
rations, that ever the great God vevealed 
to mankind : For out of that proceeds not 
only the Authors Sal Panariſtos, bat alſo 
8 Paracelſus's Sal Enixum, axd the Sal 
& Mirabilis of the wiſe, t-gether with the 
* Liquor Alkaeſt, and Univerſal Mercury 
2 of tbe Philoſophers, with their Aurum 
& potibile, aud grand Panaceaz as alſo. 
the perpetual lights of the Magi, with 
their Malleable Glaſs, their Tyron purple, ' 
and Crimſon dye, and other ſuch. like 
Myſteries, which are only ordain'd for 
the wiſe in heart to enjoy: For ſuch, by- 
their temperate Life, are not only fitted 
for a ſearch,. but alſo when obtain'd, 
know how to. make a right wſe thereef, 
and for their reward; they bave nit only 
$ Wiſdom, but alſo Riches, Honour and 
length of days; ſo that. Temperance is. a 
virtue highly to be eftcemd of, ſeeing it 
is an iulet. 0 many others, and mo 
wi 
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will produce the moſt bleſſed Fruits that 
are to be enjoy'd on this ſide Immortality ; 
#berefore recommended to all is a moſt pre- 


rious Fewel, which if received and pra- 


Hiſcd, that will find the wonderfull and 
effefinal Virtues thereof; and thus I ſhall 
conclude Temperance fo be the cauſe of 
much good, 

Now as to Intemperance, it 'is on the 
other hind the cauſe of as many Evilis ; 
For we ſee by experience, that the Giutton 
never efteems the Benefies that proceed 
' from Temperance, for that he is never fo 
well ſatisfied, as when be is gormondiſing 
bimſelf, making his Belly his God, as I 
may truly. call it, for that hz riſeth in 
the Morning, and ſcarce ever ceaſeth 
lifting bir Hand to bis Month, untill he 
» bath made binſelf drunk, and abſori'd all 
his Faculties in tbe exceſs of the- abomi- 
nation of the Beſtial nature, nay, worſe 
than the Beaſt of the Field, for they an- 
ſwer, the end of the Creation, taking that 
in Nature which is ſufficient for their ſub- 
ſiſtene# ;, their general ſauce that agitates 


them'ty the penetrating power of the” Air ;, - 


they commonly have no- other Bed but

"OW as to what concerns 
the Vitis or Vine, we ſhall 
briefly but candidly hams 
dlez Firlt as to the Soyle 
that agrees molt to the Vine, is of a 


aitrous and ſulpherous nature, winch 
GT I$ 
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is black, looſe, and moiſt, which pro- | 


ceeds from its great untuoſty, of 
which kind we have great ſtore in 
England, in many waſte places, but in 
Ireland much more abundant, where 
I ſuppoſe that Vineyards might be 
planted with great advantage ; but 
however, if the ſtory is true which 
G'aub:r tells us, viz. that Vines 
might be made to grow in hard Rocks, 
without Earth or Dung, only by dil- 
ſolving and reducing the hard Rock 
ro duſt by Vegetable Vineger, and 
ſupplying it with the fame at the fall 
of the Leaf, he ſays 'tis much better 
than Cow-dung to nouriſh the Root, 
and if we will but rightly conſider the 
things as they are, we find that out 
of ſuch Stones is made Lime, out of 
which Lime by the acid juice 'of Ve- 


gitables is produced a Nitre, which } 
is the nouriſher of Seeds, becauſe it 


hath its original from a ſulpherous 
fatnefs, which attraQts a ſalt from the 


Air, which is the Chariots of the Uni- þ 
verſal Spirit, and ſo become ſatisfied 
by the .cold Gas: I have ſeen by Þ 
experience this thing, for in Holland FÞ 
-in the Winter time, great quantities

Walls, which by Diſtillation would 
give a ſweet, pleaſant, red, ſulpherous 
Spirit ; but *cis to be obſerved, - that 
generally this Lime is made fromShels, 
as Oyſters, Muſcles, Cockles, &c, theſe 
being calcin*d as you make Lime, and 
the ground manur'd therewith, it

are they nouriſhed, for the nitroſaline 
Virtue is by the internal Arche us or 
Central Sun ſublimed into the powers

CHAP, IL. 


Treateth concerning the Spagirical way 
of diſſeding Concrets, and the office of 
Eſſences exalting Wins. 


Irſt we. ſhall conſider the various 

ſorts of diſſetions there be, to 

be performed through Chymical and 

Spagirical operations, between which 
] put a conſiderable difference. 

For by Chymical ye zre to under- 
ſtand ſuch diſſeftions as are made by 
the violence of the Callenary Fire, 
which rends aſunder thoſe tender parts 
and interwoven attomes, which nature 
had fo friendly united by her internal 
motion and hidden power of digeſtion, 
fermentation and concretion, and 
where this is perform*d in a pure Ma- 
trix, generally there proceeds a per- 
feft and pure birth 3 but theſe being *: 
thus ſeparated, and eſpecially in thoſe 
things whica are tender and _— 
ne 
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the precious Life and Virtue there- 
of is put to flight inviſibly, as the 
Spirit is at Man's deceaſe, and nothing 
but the bare Principles remain ;. but 


that you may the better underſtand. | 


what I mean by this inviſible Life of 
concreted Beings, by which the Prin- 
ciplesare held in Unity, ſo as to- main+ 
tain the Texture of that Being, I ſhall 
give you an Inſtance, which to demon- 
itrate, proceed thus ; 


R Twenty Gallons of a fragrant 
Wine, put it into a Refrigitory with 
its Helme, lute allcloſe, and diſtill off 
the Spirit, as long as any will come 
good, then !et all cool, draw forth the 
Fleame, it which there is a Salt of 
Wine, and add the Spirit drawn off, 
to it again, 2nd the Pondus will be ve- 
ry little diminiſhed, but the alteration 
will be very conſiderable; for as it was 
before pleaſant and fragrant Wine, the 
tye bcing broxeo, it becomes ſtinking 
and obnoxious, and unſavory to be 
drunk ; for why, the Life is fled away 


[10vifibly, as is plain, becaule all Savouc 


proceeds from thence ; and | do affirm, 


Laat he that can reduce this. to its firſt 
ſtate 
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ſtate of fragrancy, deſerves the name 
of aPhiloſopher, andto weat the Gar- 
land amongſt Spagiricks, not that 1 
think it impoſſible to be-done, but dif- 
ficult, and cannot be performed by any 
other way and means, but that, which 
addsz anew Life by fermentation, and 
and yet not deſtroy the Original, Na- 
ture and Form of the ſpecthcated Sul- 
phur therein contained, call'd the Cat- 
lidum innatum, of which, no Being can 
he deſtitute; atid yet this reunicing 
Medinm muſt have power to blot ont 
the evil Character, and hidden wrath- 
ful quality of Death, which the vio» 
Tency of Fire ſtitt”'d vp, 49d appeaſe 
again fo, as to rake an harmonious 
Unity, Of this Nature, is the Eſfertice of 
Wine, atid $ot panariftor, but theſe 
are Spagirical Operations, and fhall be 
touch'd at in their proper place ; we 
ſhall dow return to ſpeak of the Office 
of Chymiſtry, and that part of it, which 
may ſeem pertinent and adrantagions 
tous in this Diſcourſe, which is prin» 
cipally that of Diſtillation, which re. 
taineth and condenfeth the looſe 
Atoms, eſpecially thoſeof Spirits, af- 


ter Fermentation, and thofe let them 
elther 
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either be Vinor or Urinous, or very 
Voktilez now Eſſential Oils, are alto 
made by Diſtillation, requiring a grea- 
ter degree of Fire, being the Sulphurs, 
in another and more ponderous Form; 
itis alſo profitable for making acid Spi- 
rits, and alſo to make Sal alkali; tor 
why, the Fire of Calcination burns up 
all evil and combuſtible Sulphurs, and 
fixes down the more ponderous Sul 
phur,and incorporates it with the groſ- 
ſer parts of the Body, and ſo allumes 
anew Form, containing its Sulphur in 
occulto; for all Salts are {alimo-ſulphure- 
ous, and all Sulphurs ſulphureous Sa- 
ligne, as will be manifeſted by. union and 
retrogradation of Form and volatall- 
zation, but this being a ſpagirick Qpe- 
ration, it ſhall be ſpoken more large» 
ly of in its pa place ; and ſo con. 
clude the uſefulneſs of Chymiſtry, as 
to this part, only to conſiſt in Diſtil- 
lation and Calcination, for the other, 
viz, Union and Exaltation are Spagi- 
rical, which we ſhall now come to 
Treat of, 

Spagirical Operation is not only a 


' ſeparating of the pure from the im- 
Pure, but alſoa re-uniting the Princi- * 
ples, | 
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ples, and bringing of them to a Balfa- 
mick and friendly Nature, for we ſee 
by experience, the more any pure Bo- 
dies are exalted, the more do they 
contain of the vital fatneſs, the grea-' 
ter is their Virtue and operative Qua- 
lity on others, but moſt principally 
on Vinor Spirits, which are always en- 
riched by a ſulphureous fatneſs; for as 
Glauber ſays, That Vines draw Odors 
and Savors from the Earth beyond all 
other Plants, and that Savours may 
be communicated to the Vine by the 
Skilful at pleaſure,both in their growth, 
and after they are maturated ; for 
if the Herb Scarlet be caſt into Rhe- 
niſh Wine, it becomes very little infe- 
rior to Muſcadine ; and again, he ſays, 
that thoſe rich Wines on the Rhine, 
before-named , are ( as he calls it ) 
upon a Mineral Soil, and therefore 
ſuck up the univerſal and balſamick 
fatneſs from thence, as may be ſeen 
in Pag, 1:6. Par, 24. where he ſays, 
That if the Scarlea, or any other odo- 
riferous Herb be apply*d to the root 
of the Vire, *twill beſtow its Odour 
on the Grapes; he farther ſays, That 
if you pour any Oil upon the m_ 
O 
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" of a ſweet and odoriferous Nature, the 
Vme will produce Muſcadine for Ten 
years, and *tis obſervable that he lays 
ſtreſs upon the Oil of Seacoal.,through- 
ly cleatis?d, and reftifhed with the Spt» 
rit of Salt; his reaſons ( as I conceive) 
be, becauſe abundance of Seacoals 
grow, and are digged from thence , 
and if this is really ſo, why may not 
there be an encouragement for Vine- 
yards here in England, and other plea- 
fant growths, ſeeing there is ſuch rich 
Soil, and fo well ſtor'd with Minerals 
and Sea-coal, and we are well aſſured, 


that the Mineral,, or moiſt Vapour, 
which is a PR Life to concreet- 
nt 


ed Beings, in that by its Spirituality 
it unites with the univerſal Powers and 
Forms it ſelf into a nitrous or ſul- 
ptureons balfamick Oil, nouriſheth 
the Vegetables as it flows forth, and 
is fablimed by the Archeins to their 
Roots, which afterward is clevated 
into the Branches, and Fruit thereof, 
and are changed by the forming Sul. 
phur, all one as the different Alt- 
" ments, which we take in, are chan- 
ged into the ſubſtance of our - Bodies, 


viz, into Juices , Blood ,. Fleſh, and 
ſuch

other parts as uphold the Fabrick of 
the body ; juſt fo is it in the Mineral 
and Vegitable Kingdom; for cis as is 
ſaid the fat and ſulpherous vapour, 
that nouriſheth them, and 1s by degrees 
conyerted into their own nature,and if 
any of theſe want this nouriſhing va- 
pour, they ſoon decay,pine and wither, 
O how wonderful is nature in her 0- 
perations, and how many ways hath 
ihe unſearchable and paſt finding out ; 
for as the Phyloſophers ſay, Lite is 
ſort, ang Art is long ; but let us re. 
turn, I ſay then, that the Earth doth 
abound with this ſulpherous fatnels, 
and ſometimes is {o over-gorg'd there- 
with, that it-ſpews it forth through 
the pores thereof, as is evident by 
Pezrelgum, an.Qyl that flows naturally 
trom the rocks,and this we know, that 
Art both may and ofren doth ſupply 
Nature?s defects; for if thou take pure 
Salt.of Tartar, and pour di{till'd Vi- 
negar thereon, until ?tis aſlatiated, e- 
very time drawing oft the Fleam, and 
then ditill it in a. coated Retort by 
tire of degrees, and laſtly reCtify the 
O;1 thorough the Spirit of Vitriol, 
*'Uwll become lucid, pleaſant, and fra- 

grant 
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grant of ſ6 great victue, that I call it 
my Olcum regeneratum. With this 
Oyl much-may be done, for frutifying, 
and nouriſhing the Vinor natures, et- 
ther externally or internally; I have 
alſo much to write, concerning the 
ſulpherous Oyl of the Maguepa,which 
will revive, and cauſe to vegetate a- 
freſh the moſt declining Tree, Shrub, 
or Plant ; How wonderfull is the Ope- 
ration and virtue of ſuch ſulpherous 
fatneſs in the nouriſhing of growths, 
let it be judg*d of by the Judicious, 
and let a determination be made there- 
in, only by the experienced Philoſo- 
phers*or true knowers of Natural 
things, which are greatly diſcovered 
to us by our Spagirical Operation, as 
they are made in Imitation of Nature; 
and furthermore, Wines may be won- 
derfully exalted by Eſſential Salts, thus, 
Firſt Chymically ſeperate the Oyl of 
any Concret, and the remainder Cal- 
cine to aſhes, the pure Salt extratt and 
chriſtalize from thence, and reunite 
Spagirically the fixed Salt and the El- 


' ſential Oy], and bring them! to a Chri- 


ſtalline Salt, or with the Spirit of the 
Concret diſtill and cohobate fo long 
untill 
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untill it is all bronght over in a Balſa- 
mick Spirit, this Spirit being imbodied 
by the Eſſential Salt, plainly mani- 
feſteth its Callidum inuatum, or drying 
enriching ſulpher, which gives life and 
ſulpherous fatneſs, and durable, laſting 
and ſubſtantial virtues unto Wine, ex- 
alting both the taſte and ſmell thereof. 
Thus the Salt or Eſſence of Wormwoed 
will make rich Wormwood Wine ; the 
like will that of Mint, Balm, and An. 
gellicoe, &c, It allo gives fermentation 
thereunto, and makes it pure Wine 
indeed, as Wine refin'd from its Lees, 
and gives it ſuch qualities, as deſerves 
the higheſt of commendations, as 1 
could prove by undeniable reaſons in 
philoſophy, which we muſt omit here, 
leſt this Volume ſhould (well beyond 
its prefixed Yolume, and paſs on to 
the meliorating and enriching Wines, 
. which is yet more highly to be per- 
formed by the Element of Fire of 
Venus, which is made by leperating 
the Sulphur from the Mercury, and 
mortifying the Sulphur, and diſtilling 
of it into a Spirit, and Glaxber doth 
wonderfully commend the Element of 
Fire made from common yellow Sul- 

phar, 
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phur,' and ſays, that if it be put to 


defecgive Wine, it is a preſent Mcdi- 


cine; for if any one put a little of it 
in a Cask of Wine, the Wine acquires 
a grateful taſt and odour, and will be 
ſo comforted, as not caſily to admit 
of changing or periſhing as otherwiſe 
is wont ta happen to common Rheniſh 
Wine; ſee more in his Warks pag. 3, 
par 3, and 1 tay that Wines are allo 
enriched by eſſential and fragrant Oyls, 
{6 prepared as to unite with Water or 
Spirit of Wine or other Wines; for 
being dilated by a proper ferment, 
they are ealily united,aad fothe Wines 
are enriched thereby ; thou may*lt rc- 


member, that I faid in the laſt Chap- 


rer, that .the fumes of Sulphus Vive: 
wondcrfully. preſeryes and,- enrich 
Wines, and therefore ſuch excellent 


Medicines as theſe cannot fail. of per- 


forming much more high 3 and thar [ 
may fully accompliſh the deſfireot the 
Ingenious, | think it convenient .to 
ſpeak concerning the Red Wine of the 
Philoſophers, which produceth and 
maketh my Sal Panariftos to appar ; 
for that is prepared from the three 
rſt principles, cheiftalliz'd in the 

three 
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three laſt, contained in the fiery 'Spt- 
rit of Wine, as Sandivogius' ſays, it 
burns up three and leaves one, which 
is the Diamond like -powder, the true 
fixed Salt Nitre of the wiſe 3 and as 
much may be perform'd by it, as Gl2u- 
ber hath attributed to his 8Sat mira#ilis. 
But what ſhall 1 ay, 1 fear the time i$ 
not yet come to reveal ſich Secrets in } 
for from hence proceeds the very Key 
to the chiefelt of Arcena's, and prin- 
cipally to Tin&tvres, Eſſences or Eltx- 
irs, univerſal or particular Medicines; 
according to the ſpecificated degrees 
of the exalted Sulphurs ; for as Ba{- 
lis Valentine faith, that the Spirit of 
Wine, or the true Aquavite of ' the 
wiſe, hath-been ſought for by 'many, 
but found by very few: It is the' Ve- 
om ſtone indeed, and man loved 
old and Wine above all other crea. 
tures, which may be beheld with Eyes. 
Gold loveth man and Wine, becauſe 
it lets go its noble parts therein ; for 
if true Spirit of Wine be put to it, 
being made potable, it gives ſtrength 
to man, and prolongs his Life and 
Health : For thus much I am bold to 
 allert, that an Aurwmn potabile is alt 
D Uni- 
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Univerſal Medicine.; and without- a 
true Spirit of Wine, an Aurum pitabile 
cannot be made ; for Wine bears at- 
tection to man, .as. alſo to Gold, be- 
caule it eaſily unites with the Tincures 
of So! then it expells Mclancholly 
and Sadneſs, rejoycing Man's heart : 
For there 1s originally three ſtones (o 
call'd, viz. the Urinous or Microcoſ- 
mical one, therefore called Animal, 
which may be beheld in the beautiful 
Azoth or Lunar Oyl; the Vegetable, 
diſcern*d-in the Vinor Spirit, the Mi- 
neral in the golden TinCture or - Sul- 
phur of Laton, The three Trium- 
phant ſtonesof the Wiſemen, viz. Medi- 
cinal, Trcanſmurative, and Angelical 
the Tripne ſtones or Univerſal, moſt 
Univerſal the Caballiſtical,Elixerating 
Tincture for Men and Mettals,ſo much 
talk*d of, but ſo little known ; tor why ? 
they do not underſtand the true ſub- 
jet Matter, from whence thele three 
ttones are obtained, for it proceeds 
from. one confuſed Chaos, containing 
a ſpermatical. Eſſence of. all created 
beings, the B2ok of Wonders, and 
Looking-(latis of Nature, wherein ſo 
many Myſteries may be dilcerned face 
£0 
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to face, that. ] dare-npt-difcover them 
here, .becauſe-time and; place .is too 
Hort; T ſhall therefore conclude with 
the words of Baſiliis, where "tis ſaid, 
He-that catcheth this fiery Spiric, hath 
zat victory-in this Chymical Battle,&c. 
beeapfe, from- hence. praceedeth the 
foundation of all Spagirical Mcdicines,. 
and conſequently the true exaltation 
of Wine, which we have here can- 
didly treated of, and ſo,;fhall paſs on 
tothemaking Wines [roms Growthlis 
ok; England.

Jlcſt I ſhall define Wine to be a 
”: ſpiritulized. Sofphue,. - incorpe> 
— with a Mercurial Juice, and 10 
D 2 exaited 
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exalted by Natures ContoQtion;-to its 
degrees of purity, *according 'as the 
internal Spiritvallity hath power to 
act ; but the maturity and perfe&@ ripe- 
neſs comes an is perfected by the aid 
and help of the Heavenly Sun,- which 
.exhales and detraQs: the acid and-Fl- 
perfluons moiſtyre, which cauſes'the 
fruit to be unſavoury and harſh; for 
we ſee by experience, that-in cold 
years, the Wines are much-more' im- 
perfe&, thin"in hotter ones j''theres 
fore we ſhall ſhew you, that "Wines 
truly maturated admits of no Argel ; 
but of this in its proper place. Our 
intended purpoſe is here to let you 
underſtand, that the :*Sulphur of a 
Concret manifeſted; is that which 
gives the different taſte ro Wines, ſo 
that Wines may not only be made from 
the Vegetables before nominated, but 
alſo from other Herbs, Roots, Barks, 
Flowers, Grains, - Honey, and Sugar, 
by fermentation, 'and again theſe by 
diſtillation yield a true Vinor- Spirit, 
which when recify*d from the Vitre- 
_ oline Alkalizates, looſes much of the 
external Sulphur, and fo only the Vita 
media, and {uch like qualities _— 
0 
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of the Concret z, ſo one Spirit may be 
made ſo near, that it. cannot be dil- 
cerned, from that which is made from; 
another different;Texture -as ſhall be © 
more Þrgely demonſtrated in the 6th 
Chapter, where we treat of the way: 
of making artificial Brandy-wines. [ 
ſhall come to conſider and ſpeak of an 
ill Cuſtom made uſe of in England, 
which js-fince the Mcdicinal Wines 
have come ſo greatly in uſe amongſt 
all ſorts of people, the Vintners have 
beea fo unjuſt, as only to infuſe theſe 
Herbs, in ſmall Wines, or that whictr 
was worſe, in prick'd, low or dam- 
nify*'d Wines, which have loſt much 
of cheir vital ſtrength, andthat which, 
is yer material, is, they let the Herb 
infuſe ſo Jong therein, that it doth 
not only attract their Medicinal. Qua- 
lities, but alſo the auſtere and- wrath». 
ful one ; for 'tis very obſervable, that 
if theſe Wines remain long, they toſe- 
their brisk and: pleafant Nature, and; 
lo become nautious in the drinking. 
thereof, and fo by ſuck. unworthy 
practices, the people are many times 
deceiv*d in their *expeRation; for al- 
though they drink theſe Wines, yet - 

D:3 : they - 
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they come ſhort of thofe Virtues that 
might juſtly be expected therefrom : 
The like is to be underſtood by Scurvy- 
orals Wine, and all others 10 made: 
For tlieſe, and'other weighty Reaſons 
thought it-needfol 'to furniſh every 
Family with Wines made from their 
own Produtts, which being prepar*d 
without Sophiſticacion, will ſhew their 
greater Superiority to others, by gi- 
ving the ſatisfatory Effect delired; ee, 
having thus laid down and demonſtra- 
ted the Tcumth concerning Wines, and 
the abuſes thereof ,'} ſhall now come-to 
give the Receipts to make: right ones. 
Firſt, the: way to make Wines of all 
kind'of Fruits, . is generally one, which 
is, when the Fruits are ripe; they are 
ſtampr, and the Juices preſt forth, and 
then Barrelld up, and firmented with 
a Syrrup made with Sugar or Honey, 
and alittle fixed Nitre diflolv? p there- 
in, ſometimes we uſe izinglaſs, Flower, 
and Whites of Eggs to refine them 
down, and being Refin*d, withdraw 
' them ont into freth Casks, or elſe bot- | 
tle them 'up, which may be preſerv'd 
# -nderfully by my Sal Panariſtes ; but 
by the way, L.cannet chule but take no- 
tice 
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tice of a new pretended Reformer 
( though. peradventure he might cull 
his foundation out of my firſt Impreſ(- 
fron.) who ſaith, that Water muſt bz * 
only ponred on them, and drawn off 
without a Prefs, and then with Herbs 
or Seeds, Sugar, Treacle or Honey, 
being reliſh*d or ſweetned, and firment- 
e&with Yeſt, this he commends above 
all others; when alas, he is greatly be- 
fides the mark; for firſt, Wines thus 
made, have not the full Body ner Vir- 
tue of the Fruits; Secondly, being 
made with Water, they will ſoon rope 
and' ſower. Thirdly, Treacle hattr 
no affinity to Wines , *cis. only pre- 
ſcrib'd' ſor the dulcifying of Waters, 
wherefore I rather fuppoſe he knew 
not how to diſtinguiſh the diference of 
my Receipts; Laſtly and chictly, the 
one general receipt 'tie: pretends to,. 
will not anfiver the different fore 
of Fruits z. for according as their” 
Natures are, either ſweet or ſower, 
ſo.muſt they be diverſly handled, exc.

CHAP, IV,

N this Chapter we are to draw 
ſome general obſervations, con» 
cerning Wines, in which we ſhall con- 
ſider whether or no, new Wine, new 
Beer are leſſen'd in their virtue by de- 
coction as the preterided reformer ſays? 
No; but on the contrary, they are 
made much more wholſom and dura- 
ble thereby ; for in the Elixeration. of 
Malt, the Chief virtue that is extrafted 
by the Water from them is Gummy 
and Sulphurons, as may caſily be de. 
monſtrated, if upon the ſtrong infuſi- 
on of Malt you pour a ſtrong Lixi- 
vium Of $al Tartaris, there ſhall im, 


mediately precipitate a Gummous ſub- 
ſtance,

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"ſtance, which is. the ſubſtance drawn 
From the Malt, and ſeeing its really 
ſo, we know by experience that gen- 
tle decoction .can. never. exhale thefe 
Oleous parts, but rather .concatinate 
them, making the'Wort more clammy 
and rich; and if you make Vineger of 
it, the more it is boiPd the ſtronger 
will your' Vineger be; but for Beer, 
when the Wort'is fermented, and 
brought ſo ripe as to dilate this Oleo- 
lity into a Spirituallity, then I ſay de- 
coction deſtroys it becauſe *ewill ſend 
off its Spirituallicy,, and ſo *twill do 
in Wine too ; but yet the Learned and 
knowing Glauber ſays, pag. 390: Part 1, 
That Wine may not only be brought 
to Muſt, and by gentle evaporation ſo 
condens'd to the thickneſs of Honey, 
that it may be the better tranſported, 
but alſo *cis for 'the bettering weak 
and acid: Wines, and making them the 
more noble thereby; nay, he ſays 
they*c to be made abundantly ſtronger, 
than when they came firſt from the 
Grape, only by adding thereta water, 
or ſmall Wines, andifermenting, again, 
with the Quinteſſence thereof, as thou 
may*lt cead in him-at large : Hence it 
may 
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may be clearly diſcerned, how eafy it 
ts for unexperienced men to be de- 
ceived in their Judgments, But how- 
ever; 1 ſhall paſs thern-by, and proceed 
further to the improvement of Wines. 
It-- is well known 't& every  Vincner, 
that by the natural ationofthe Hoggs+ 
head, abundance of fat, rich Lees, or 
Mother, will fall down, which 1 have 
heard a man'in'Holand attirin that he 
could witlt eaſe niake thereby air Hogs- 
head of Wine again equal to' its ort- 
ginal ; but this is alſo difficult to any 
but a Spagirick Philoſoplier, who 
knows the virtue'of the Quinteſlence 
of Wine ;. but- howeyer *tis common 
to draw off ſmall Wines and put them 
on fach rich Lees, and then refine 
tkem down again, by which the Wines 
are wonderfully better*'d : Wealfo ſee 
that Wine is fed with proper food, 
which is ſweet Fleſh, Salt of Tartar, 
or more principally the ſweet and vo- 
latile Spirit of Tartar, and yet higher 
with the —_ of Wine, as 
was ſaid in the 2d Chapter, by Eflen- 
tial Salts and prepared Oyls, alſo by 
Herbs and things of an Aromatical 
nature; we are alfo. ſatisfy*d, that of 

wo 
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two pipes 'of ſmall and weak Wines 
one may be made: for as G/awber faith 
pag» 158. Part 1, ' Nothing- can be 
found, which may- render ſmall Wines 
better than the-Agimal or Quipteſſence 
extracted from other Wines z for the 
Auimal of Wine only,and nothing elſe, 
can encreaſe the ſtrength of Wine, 
Neither is the compariſon of this me- 
lioration-of Wines incqngruous with 
two torn Garments, neither-of which 
can be worn ; - but if either: of thele-is 
cut, and that which is whole and good 
is ſewed to the other, :and ſo of two 
one whole Garment is made; then 
that Garment-may be worn, when yet; 
before, neither of them was uſeful; 
which points out the very manner -by

prehended in the word Medicine, which 
contains five kinds, Noſognomick,, Boes 


thetick, Pharmaectuick, Ch rurgick, | 


Dietetick, but we ſhall her. compre- 
kend them under three, v:z. Phyſjolo- 


gick, Pathologick, and Therapentick, : 


Now 
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Now this diviſion agreeing beſt with 
Spagirical Dodtrine, we ſhall erect up- 
on this Hypotheſis, beginning firſt with 
Phyſiologica, is to know and under- 
ſtand the ſtructure of Human bodies, 
both Anatomically and Phyfically, 
from which we may know to apply 
ſuirable Medicines ; whether they are 
prepared from the Animal, Mineral, 

or Vegetable Kingdom, | 
Pathologica is that which deſcribes, 
and wherein is conſider'd the general 
Method of Indications of Diſeaſes; 
Diagnoſtick,, Atiologick,, and Prognoſtich, 
Therapentica is wherein are conſider®d 
the general Indication of Cure, under 
what denomination foever, becauſe in 
the Spagirical way we never obſerve 
the Dietetick part, for we allow the 
Patient their kind of Food in Modera» 
tion, as we have largely ſhewn in our 
Spagirick P hyloſophy's Triumph. As to 
the Chirurgick part, we eſteem not 
of it any more than for Wounds, ſim» 
ple or-compound Fractures, Diloca» 
tions and ſuch like external accidents ; 
but as to Ulcers, Fiſtula's, and Can- 
cers, Noli me taugere's experience 
doth demonſtrate cannot belong 4 
. = OR tus, 
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this part, for if curable it muſt be 


perform”d by internal Specifick. Medi- | 


cines, which: will take off 'the original | 


cauſe thereof ;' for inſtance, we had 
a Patient in Rotterdam, was afflicted 
with a virulent Ulcer in the Leg, and 
had been up and down under cure for 
6 Months, or more, tn ſome of which 
time ſhe was under the Maſters of 
the Hoſpital, but to little effeft, for 
they us*d their hot coroſives ſo long 
till ſhe was down right Lame, yet ( by 
the bleſſing of God ) was reliev'd and 
cur'd by me with one double bot- 
tle of my Vinum vite proprietatis En- 
ſencificated with the aurify'd Sul- 
phur of Antimony : We could give 
ſeveral other ſuch Inſtances, which for 
brevity*s ſake, (and leſt the Volume 
ſhould grow too big) we ſhall omit, 
gill we publiſh ous Spagirical Phyloſo- 
phy Aſſerted : And again, that partin 
Chirurgery, which to- the Operator 
is moſt beneficial, we cannot aſlent to, 
as Phlebotomy, Fomentation, Scarri- 
fication, and ſuch like; becauſe they 
are- cruel and unmercifull, and after 
all that very little conducive to a Cure, 

Now of the Pharmatick part we only 
be eſteem. 
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eſteem that, which prepares ſuch Me- 
gdicines, as will radically cure by a Spe- 
cifick virtue; for of violent Vomits, 
Purges or Salivations, we cannot ad- 
mit, becauſe whilſt drugs thus operate, 
they are cloathed with their venomous 
and unnatural crudities, and not fit to 
be given by the hand of an Honeſt 
Phyfitian, ſuch, we mean, as prefers 
a good conſcience before popular ap- 
Plauſe. 

The Quzry therefore will be, how 
true Medicine (and ſuch as will really 
relieve the Diſeaſed) may be prepared, 
in anſwer whereunto we refer you to 
th Third Head, where we ſhall de- 
monſtrate, that ſuch are only prepar'd 
by the Knowledge of Natures as true 
Rivulets flowing .from the Fountain, 
for from thence proceed the Adedinms 
and Menſtrums, that have power to 
open the moſt compacted bodies, and 
cauſe them to ſend out thoſe Friendly 
Balſamick, and Medicinal virtues, 
whereby the afflicted are relieved; but 
more of this in the place before cited. 

© We ſhall now come briefly to 
ſtate our Hypotheſis,concerning the O- 


riginal,Nature and Cure of Diſeaſes, in 
ſuch 
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ſuch words, as may ſo inform the well- 


minded deſirer, and to receive fatis* 
faction thereby : The Original, Na* - 
ture, Variation and Cure of Diſeaſes * 
may therefore ( as we before ſaid) be | 


comprehended and underſtood in a 
three-fold reſpect. 

Firſt, in the Knowledge of the Mi- 
crocoſmical ſtrufture, and how Diſcaſes 
ariſe in human kinds, fo as to aſlzult 
the Animal Life, and ſenſitive Soul ; 
for we find that all the Diſeaſy Idea's 
are conveyed in the vehicle of rhe Spi- 
ritual Juices to the conſtitutive parts, 

Secondly, In knowing the proper In- 
dications of Diſeaſes, and how changes 
and variations are made in fimple and 
complicate ones; for ?tis very neceſla- 
Ty, that the concurrences, in'the Na- 
ture and Eventual accidents thereof, 
be przominated. 

Thirdly, theſe being underſtood, 
we may boldly inſiſt upon the Cure of 
Diſeaſes, by a Judicious Adminiſtratt- 
on of proper Medicines, and by ſuch 
variations, as are requiſit for remo- 
ving the Cauſe thereof 


But before we proceed to lay down - 


the Riſe and Nature of Diſeaſes, we 
think 
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think it convenient (to make our In- 
tention the more plain ) firſt to define 
what a Diſeaſe is; a Diſeaſe therefore 
is dekn'd to be an aſlault made upon 
the Spiritual- Life, in human kinds, 
in order to make a breach of its natu- 
ral Harmony. 

For *tis plain to us, that Diſeaſes 
have their firſt Exiſtence in the very 
principles of Life, and ſenſitive Soul, 
by which they are conveyed to the 
Archzus, (who is, .as we ſay, the 
central vital Spirit, exalted to the 
—_ ſtate in the Microcoſm) which 
diſtributes a vital ray, of which Ares 
1s Specifkcator, to all the parts and 
Members of the body, which being af 
faulted by the Diſeaſy Idea*s, whether 
Superior Influences, Epidemick Ve- 
noms, or other accidents, cauſing 
Terror, Fury and Amazement,where- 
by Nature becomes unmindful of her 
own office, and admits of Diſeaſes, 
and ſometimes death without reſiſtance: 
Becauſe by ſuch preternatural actions 
the wrathful quality is ſtirred up, 
which otherwiſe lay filent in the Cen- 
tre of the body.: ſor (as we have ſaid 
in our Medicine Ratjonalis ) the ſeed 


% 
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of Life and Death is placed, and ori- 
ginally exiſteth, inthe Center of eve- 
ry Body, and of Man, in order to ſub- 
due him to fear, and reverence his Cre- 
ator; for, ( asthe Apoſtle ſaith ) From 
Adam death reigned upon all men. 

Now this Arches hath ſuch a pure 
Central Life, that it is immediately 
put into fury anddiftraction, by thole 
clouds the diſeaſes Kea makes, which 
being antipatherical to its purity, it 
cannot but oppoſe, endeavouring 1o 
long to caſt them off, till enraged 
thereby, and ſo negleCting its own ot= 
fice, many times immediately admits 
of death; but, if not ſo ſoon, thele 
untoward gueſts take place, captiva- 
ting and deſtroying, and as they have 
admittance, aſſume Matter, and be- 
come corporeal; whence, according 
to its continuance, proceed chronick 
diſeaſes, or ſuch as be of difficult cure; 
For this matter ( as we have ſaid in 
our Spagirick Philoſophy aſſerted) is b 
Seared IJ ſ ae chrome 
the Body, and fo univerſally aſſaults 
the whole Fabrick, or at leaſtwiſe ſome 
principal part,or organ thereof, whence 
{omtimes proceed ObſtruCtions, Hypo- 
, condriack 
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condriack Melancholy, and many 0- 
thers ; for the Humors, eſpecially the 
predominant, have thereby power to 
overflow; thence Diſeaſes from the 
incquality of Humors, which often are 
remotely promoted by the ſix Non-na- 
turals, | 

We therefore aſlert theſe to be the 
accidental, not the original or Proca- 
farCtick Cauſe of diſeaſes, as many will 
have them; and that by theſe, Nature 
is deprived of her own State and Of- 
fice, andled into that which is contra» 
ry to her; which prevails ſo long, as 
the Anatomia Eſſata hath power to 
Dart forth her venom, - in ordcr to 
extinguiſh the Fountain of Life, 

We ſhall therefore ſtate this as a ge- 
neral Aphoriſm in Phyſick, that if the 
Spirit, the Fabricator and Conſervor 
of Human Bedies, ſtands clear and un- 
defiled, being not infected by the clouds 
of Diſeaſes z the Body, which is the 
Receptacle of the Spirit, muit needs 
remain in a vigorous activity, for no 
morbifick Matter can exiſt therein, but 
by the Spirits Error, which afterwards 
forms Matter, and becomes corpo- 
real, 

For 
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can one enter into a ſtrong Man's Houſe, 
and ſpoil bis Goods, except be firſt bind 
the ſtrong Man; In reference hereunto, 
the Spirit may be ſaid to be a ſtrong 
Man, and the Arche, as the Watch- 
man of the Microcoſme, which exa- 
mins all, therefore muſt be firſt bound 
and captivated, before the Houſe or 
Body can be deſtroy'd, | 

Thus much in general concerning 
the Original 'of Diſeaſes, and their 
forms impreſs*d by the Diſeaſes Idea F 
on the Spirit, through which they be- | 
come corporeal ; we ſhall now conſider 
by what Medium they act ; We ſay 
then, as the external Air of the Ma- 
crocoſm, is the Medium between Hca- 
ven and Earth, containing the univer- 
fal Spirit, by whoſe Power Life pro« 
ceeds from Generation to Generation, 
and by the deprivation thereof, Death, 
Corruption and Deſtruftion ; for be- 
ing darkned, corrupted and infeted 
with divers Spiritual Forms, whether 
Superior or Inferior, by exhalation 
of corrupted Fumes, for *tis a Matrix 
that receives all, till over-burthen'd 
or infected thereby, it ſends forth its 
Venom 


For as Chriſt ſays, Mat. 12, 2$, How © i 
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venom both on Man and Beaſt as is 
too too evident in Peſtilential times, 
ec. 

So ?is in the Air of the Microcoſm, 
where the Spirit aCts, that being the 
medium between Life and Death, and 
conſequently, the effective Initrument 
of Health and Diſeaſes; for that being 
over-burthened, either by the ſaperi- 
or Influences, or Spirituality of the 
different exhalations, proceeding ei- 
ther from a ſubſequent Cauſe, or the 
immediate Paſlions and exaſperationof 
the Mind, by Anger, Grief, Fear, or 
the like, or of the Body by ſauddain 
motion, or Cold, by which the Spirit 
is too much inflamed, or contracted, 
or from the ſuperabundance of Meat 
or Drink taken: For altho theſe are 
the handmaids and nouriſher of Life, 
yet when taken in exceſs, they many 
times become the very inſtrument of 
Death, like as the moſt choice Panaces, 
which by a ray of its light, is able to 
cure all Diſeaſes, yet too many rays 
thereof will overpower the natural 
one, and ſo extinguiſh it :wFor as $an- 
divogius fays, a great Fire ſoon extin-+ 
guiſhes a ſmall one, and that many My 

e 
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the Philoſophers have deſtroy*d them- 
ſelves, by not knowing the right uſe 
of the grand Panacea-;, for we are to 
receive things in Temperance, ſo as 
to ſtrengthen the natural heat, and 
not to overcome it, as we have touch- 
cd at in the Preface. 

Tis no woader indeed, why there 
ſhould be ſuch variation in Diſeaſes, 
and ſo many new and complicate ones 
ariſe; if we rightly conſider how great 
the exceſs and intemperance, this age 
abounds with, is, for from thence pro- 
ceeds a debilitation of the Spirit, a de- 
fect of the Spiritual Juices, and an in- 
let to cacochamick ones, and from 
thence corruption; and this being uni- 
ted with the Debaucheries, receiving 


from each other the Spiritual vapour * 


of their poiſonous Venorns, the Grand 
Pox is contracted ; which, being not 
timely cured, corrupts and ſtains the 
Veſſels with its Diſeaſes Malignancy, 
and is often ſent forth to the ſuperh- 
Cies of the Body, and internally ſtains 
the radical moiſture, cauſing an Impo- 
ſtumated Seed, and decayed Body ; 
from whence, in the act of another 
Generation it [tamps its Ideas, or its

Now in the next Impreſſion of this Bri- 
tannean "Magazine, we deſign to add 
ſome Excellent Rules concerning the 


T: this we ſhall give a ſhort review 


Planting, Raiſing,: and Grafting Ap- + 


ple- Trees, Pear-Trees, Currant-Trees, 
ec, and the quickeſt way for raifing 
Nurſeries, which will be contain'd in 
our firſt Chapter ; in the Second we 
ſhall ſhew the office of Art, in making 
and exaltirg of Liquors, principally 
of Artificial Wines, that being the 
ſcope and end of this Book; and in 
Page 31, we have faid that one Re- 
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ceipt cannot be ſufficient for all ſort of 
Liquors; for ſome-kind of Fruits be. 
ing made with Water into Wine, will 
ſoon four and rope, as having not bo. 
dies ſufficient for their ſubſiſtence, and 
will not yield in Diſtillation Spirits 
fufficient for the making of Finwm For- 
tificatum, or that which ſome call Sy- 
der or Wine Royal; therefore I think 
it convenient for the full Inſtrution of 
thoſe that deſign to Encourage or Ad- 
vance theſe Liquors, to give them 
theſe four following Obſervations, 
concerning the' moſt exact way of ex- 
alting the ſame. | 

Firſt, if you deſire to have your 
Cyder, Perry, or Wine durable, the 
Fruits mnſt be gathered in ſuch a time 
as no moiſture is on them, but that the 
Sun hath exhal'd the ſame; For to be 
ſure, if they are gather'd in wet wea« 
ther, they will be Muſty ; now your 
Fruits are not to be gather?d Green, 
nor rottenly ripe, but in their turn- 
ing and fulleſt richneſs, ec. 

Secodly, Thou art to obſerve, that 
your Fruit being well gather?d, and ta» 
ken from their Stems, they may lyein 
a Tub three or four Days, by which 
| means, 
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means, being broken and preſſed, *twill 
ſooner admit of Fermentation: For ?cis 
ob(eryable, eſpecially for Apples and 
Pears, that they are not-ſo fir for the 
Preſs, till they have lain ſo long on 
heaps; as to ſweat anddry again; for 
by ſach a natural Action, their friend- 
ly: Virtues-are-'the, more eaſily mani- 
feſted ; For;we [have obſerved this in 
making our Vinum ribeſium, or Cur- 
rant- Wine, and for every Gallon of 
Currans, if we add Three Pints of Ho- 
ney, or Sugar-water, or letting of 
them. lye about 14 or 1g Hours, the 
Wine will gain abundantly the ſtrong- 
er Body; ' for a ſmall quantity of Su- 
gar acuates and ſtrengthens the Wa- 
ter, ſo as to cauſe it to draw forth the 
whole ,Virtues of the Fruits, eſpeci- 
ally if they. be well broken and mixed 
together, and being preſs'd out, you 
may let it refine from its firſt Setlings, 
and then rack it off from thoſe groſs 
Lees, if you deſire to make a Vinum 

Fortificatum thereof. 
Thirdly, Theſe Wines being made, 
muſt lye at the leaſt, 8 or 10 Weeks, 
to come up to their full Body and 
Strength; for *tis obſervable that no 
new 


P:fiſcripr. 
new Wine will give any more than 
an aqueous Phlegme in Diſtillation, 
untill they have 1ully paſſed the Fer- 
mentation or Working, and begin a 
little "to ſower, for then they afford 
the greateſt plenty of Spirit, but I 
mean, not fo ſower as to make Vine- 
gar, for then the Spirit is oylified and 
concentricated, and again, admits of 
its weakeſt part firſt; therefore, I mcan 
ſuch a Sower as maniteſts the Ceſlati- 
on of Fermentation only, 

Fourthly, Thoſe Syrups or Sweets, 
that you add to your Wines, are moſt 
proper to be made from the cold Di- 
ſtill'd Water of the ſame, in which 
the Body of the Fruits are macerated, 
orelle from the Juices decocted with 
Sugar, and well clatited with Whites 
of Eggs from time to time, until your 
Syrup becomes exceeding fine and pure, 
this will ( being added to your Liq or) 
better ſatishe hungry Nature, which 
muſt always have ſomething to feed 
upon, as we ſce by experience in Fo- 
reign Wines; For there 1s no Cham- 
paigne, Burgundy, F rontineack,, Greek 
or Florence Wines, but what are in 
ſome meaſitre or other upheld by Art, 
a K You 
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You may remember that I ſaid in the 
Two Firlt Chapters, that the Fumes 
of burning Sulphur wonderfully pre. 
ſerves Wines ; For although you may 
obſerve all theſe aforeſaid Obſervati- 
ons, yet if you meet wicthan improper 
Cask, it may give an ill tang to your 
Wine.: In Hol/and,the Method we have 
to prevent this, is thus, They make 
large Brimſtone Matches, and ſome 
dipthem in Coriander Seeds, and burn 
them in the empty Cask, juſt before 
they put their Wines in, and thus they 
do lo often as they are racked, and fo 
you may do with your Ciders, and Ar- 
tificial Wines , this being an excellent 
Expedient to prevent ill Talts and 
Fermentation ; as alſo to preſerve the 
Wine, 

a2 There are many other ways in 
preſerving of Liquors, amongſt which, 
my Sparitus Odontwgoſus is of wonder- 
ful efficacy : For 'tis found a rare Pre- 
ſervative againſt Corruption , reco- 
vering dying Beer, Ale, Cider or 


W.; : trom their decaying ; anda Cure | 
{->r Beer, when ſick and roping; and ; 


7 not orly a prelerver for theſe, but 
«2 10r 11h, keeping it ſo long from 
corruption 
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corruption, as that there is not any 
Embalming in the World can go be- 
yond it for the keeping of a Dead Car- 
kaſe; nor no Salting comes Rear its 
eſhcacy as to Conſerving Meat, Fowls 
or Fiſh, which by this m<ans are nor 
only kept conliderably from corrupti- 
on, but made a Mummial Ballom,which 
is It ſelf a preſervative to ſuch as ſhall 
take thereof, being a rarity very ad. 
vantageous for ſuch as have bad D.ge- 
ſtions, whence Corruptions do pro- 
ceed, &c, 

The Wine that is preſerv*d, hath 
alſo m.ny excellent Virtues, as is a!ore- 
ſaid; as alſo prevalent in abating the 
Thicſt in Fevers, and taking olt of Fe- 
veriſh Symptoms, which we ſha' deſiſt 
from here, and come now to the ad- 
vancing of {mal} Wines, into a Vinum 
Fortificatum, which may be by the Duin- 
teſcence of Wine, or my Sat Panariſtos, 
be made Superior to Wine or Cyder- 
Rozal, as ſome name it, whereof we 
ſhall now ſpeak, 

Vinum Fortificatum Tz A Barrel or 
Hogſhead of ſmall Wine, Cyder, or 
any other, anc. put it intoa Copp'Tr 
Still, and Diſtill ir as long as any gcod- 
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neſs comes, according as we have in 
Page 63, and in Page the 6: th, where 
we have avisd, that the Spirit ſhould 
ran through a Funnel into a Veſſel pla- 
ccd under ground, according to the 
Dut:h method; This Spirit having ſtood 
10 or 12 days, may be Diltili*d a Se- 
cond time, which is cald ReCtificati- 
on ; then proceed thus; Firſt draw out 
ſo many Beer pints from the full Cask 
or Hogſhead, as there are Gallons con- 
tained in it, and fill it up with the Spi- 
rit, only adding 5 or 6 pounds of its 
own Syrup, made, as before touched 
at, and ſtir it all together, then ſtop 
them down very cloie, and once in 7 
Days, or thereabouts give it Air to the 
Vent, andin zo Weeks time, or there- 
about, *cwill be fit todrink : Obſerve 
that this mixture be put into good 
Wine Veſſels, for in Glaſs ?civill not 
ealily admit of Fermentation, for that 
is prevented by the Salts from whence 
the Glaſs is made, keeping out the [pl- 
rituality of the Air, which brings the 
Liquor to drink fragrant and well, by 
reaſon of the hidden and internal Fer- 
mentation, which gives it its ripeneſs 
and maturity z and if you hang in this

up ina Linen Rag into the Buug- hole, 
at the top of the Casky and let hang 
down 1n the Liquor, twill ioon ripen 
it, or any other new Wines, and ren- 
der ſower ones drinkable : For this 
Art of bettering Wines, we are be- 
holding to the worthy and ingenious 
Glauber ;, 2ccording to what is laid 
down in his Works, Pap, 1. þ 1<8, 
as we before quoted in p. the 4.,th of 
this Book, for that is the true ground 
of making Vinum Fortificatum, whici 
ſaid Authors Wot ks was Publiſhed, be- 
fore any Cyder Royal was thought on; 
for *tis a great'error not to render to 
every Author his due Honor for his 
Invention, and to aſlume to our Selves 


«that which really belongs not to us, 


Oc. ou 

Now by thoſe Ways and Methods, 
any of the Engliſh Liquors, ( viz. ) 
Cyder, Perry, &c, may be advanced to 
the full ſtrength of Foreign Wines, 
and more cſpecially thoſe of Currans 
and Goosberries, which will give a 
Wine much like ſome of thoſe that 
come from the Canary. Iflands, and may 


in all things be as profitable to Eng- 
K 3 liſh: 
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liſh Podies, nay, in tome kind, more 
advantageous, as having affinity. to the 
Climentary Conſtitutions, as we have 
faid in the Preface, 

Now you are to obſerve, that if 
any of. theſe aforelaid Liquors, or 
Wines, ſhould come upon the Frett, 
which will deſtroy it, you mult, as 
they do in Germany, draw it off into 
other Veſſels, and do fo once in eight 
Days, until it hath done ſpattering, 
for by this ſpattering the Lees are ta- | 
ken from it, wherein the groſs and fret- 
ting Sulphure is contained ; You muſt 
obſerve, that whilſt it thus-frets, your 
Cask muſt not be too ſull, nor cloſe 
ſtopt, but after it ceaſes, you may ſtop 
it as cloſe ag may be; bur if you ſhould, 
fear, that eny action ſtill remains, give 
it Air at the Vent-hole once in 4 or. 5 
Days. for your ſatisfaCtion z Obſerving 
that my Spiricus Odentugiaſns being 
imbodied by Salt-prenelle, and hang it 
in the Cask, as before directed, will 
ſtop the violence of ſuch a Frett, but 
more eſpecially, my Ss! Panariſtos, 

Furthermore, if any of theſe afore- 
faid Liquors, Wines, or Vinum Forti- 
fieaturs Inould. become unpleaſant = 

unfit 
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unfit to! be drunk, then take a Cask of 
it, and a Cask of new Liquors or Wines 
of the ſame Fruit, before it be quite 
clear or fine, and mix them together 
in two other Casks, well ſweetned as 
before direfted, and adding a_ due 


quantity of Syrrup and Spirits, andin 


two or three- Months time, *twill be- 
come excellent and pleafant Liquors, 
and the more eſpectally if you add 
thereunto ſome fixed Niter, Philoſo- 
phically prepared, as the Author 
does It. | 

Thus much at this:ttme for the way 
of preparing, advancing, and preſer- 


ving Liquors, Wines, &c. - which I 


ſhall now leave, and proceed to ſpeak 
of the remaining Virtues of the Au- 
thors noble and tmparallePd Spirits 
Odontugiaſns, or a fingular andexcel- 
Jent Spirit for whitening and preſer- 
ving the Teeth, curing the Scurvy in 
the Mouth, and preventing the Ori» 
ginal cauſe of the Toothach, taking 
off the cauſe of Putrifaftion, and ſo 
cures a Stinking Breath, &c, 

For if you ſcowr your Teeth there- 
with 2 or 3 times they will become 
purely white, like Ivory ; the Mouth 
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being waſhed; therewith, it prevents 
the grawing:,of the Yellow Scales, 
which - uſpally. adhere to the Teeth, 
diverts Rheyums, and takes off the 
canſe of Putrifaction, and ſo preſerves 
them from a future Corruption; it 
kills Worms in the Teeth, faſtening 
thoſe that are. looſe; and if this Spiric 
was generally us'd, it would ſo pre- 
vent. the pain in the Teeth, that the 
Tooth-drawer for the Future might 
expect but little work. ?Tis likewiſe 
obſerv'd, that it brings good Fleſh 
upon the Gums. -?Tis alſo.excellent 
againſt Sore Throats, being Gargled 
therewith, ?*rwilk abate any Swelling, 
as Angina's, Struma's ;, "Lis alſo pre- 
valent againſt the Inflamation of the 
Pallate of the.
